er grades. 


S am e P ro b lem s 
Dr. R enner said the group, m ost 
of whom could understand only 
half of w hat they heard, appreci­ 
ated the teaching m ethods used 
in the reading program because 
of their own efforts at reading 
and w riting Knglish. 
He explained th at Spanish — the 
predom inant language 
in 
South 
A m erica—is taught in a much dif­ 
ferent m anner because it is a 
phonetic language — spoken as 
it is spelled—while English words 
m ay be spelled one way and pro­ 
nounced in a m anner very much 
dissim ilar to their appearance. 
The 
Spanish-speaking 
visitors 
also noted that the num ber of pu­ 
pils in each class was much sm all­ 
er than in their own countries. 
This is due, Dr. R enner said, to 
the fact that their countries are 


not as fully developed, industrial­ 
ly, as the U. S. 
S e p a ra te P ro je cts 
The assigning of sep arate re ad ­ 
ing projects to individual students 
was also praised by the visitors. 
In South A m erica, Dr. 
R enner 
said, the usual practice is to place 
students in a large group and 
m ake 
individual 
assignm ents 
based on a larg er them e. 
The visitors could judge that the 
students w ere interested in their 
work because, 
Dr. 
R enner ex­ 
plained, being teachers them selves 
they recognized when a pupil’s 
interest w as aroused and when 
the child w as responding. 


F u n d a m en ta l D ifference 
The fundam ental difference be­ 
tween m ost A m erican school sy s­ 
tem s and South A m erican sys­ 
tem s according to the 
visitors. 
was in the practical application 
of general 
knowledge. 
In most 
Latin schools, students learn bx 
rote, it was explained, with scant 
attention paid to practical sub­ 
jects. 
Much inform ation not relevant 
to the needs and desires of its 
students is taught in Latin schools. 
Dr. R enner said. 
Individual a t­ 
tention paid to each student 
is 
also m uch g reater in the Penns­ 
bury system where the av erag e 
size of ta ch class is 30, Dr. Renner 
said. There are usually 40 to 50 
students in South A m erican ele­ 
mentary' classes, he said 
Schools ‘'E x c e lle n t” 
The 
Pennsbury 
Schools 
w ere 
recom m ended as 
an 
‘‘excellent 
exam ple of elem entary schools” 
by Penn State adm inistrators. 
The Latin A m erican Education
